law a few weeks after Green's body 
was found although neither had been 
suspected at the time. The younger 
woman was traced to Pueblo, Colp. 
and after several days of questioning 
admitted, both killings. No .definite 
motive was ever established. 


.-. Winona escaped twice, from 
the 


Pulaski county jail while awaiting 
trial and from the state prison farm 
She escaped from the county jail by 
sliding down a rope made of blank- 
ets, but was captured in Memphis the 
next day. She ran away from the pris- 
on farm and was re-arrested near Lo. 
noke after two days. 


She lias been a trustee for several 


years, however, and has 
acted as 


chauffeur fop Mrs. Mary Graham, 
superintendent of the women's farm. 
A few months ago she saved the lives 
of several other inmates during a fire 
at the farm. 


Governor Parnell said he had re- 


ceived numerous requests for clem- 
ency for her, both because of her work 
during the fire and because of her 
physical condition. 


As Arkansas has no penal institu- 


tion equipped to provide the treat- 
ment required, the only course left 
open, the governor said was to fur-
